Thousands gather for funeral 
of slain Fox Lake police officer 


Police officers came together Monday to give 
a final salute to a fallen comrade killed in the 
small boating community of Fox Lake. 
Swarms of law enforcement with badges 
wrapped in black mourning bands gathered at 
Antioch Community High School, along with 
mourners and dignitaries such as Gov. Bruce 
Rauner. A procession that included an esti- 
mated 1,500 police vehicles followed the hearse 
carrying Fox Lake police Lt. Charles Joseph 
Gliniewicz. The 18-mile cortege capped off an 
emotional day that honored the veteran officer. 
Gliniewicz, 52, had been on patrol about 


8 a.m. last Tuesday when he radioed that he 
was responding to suspicious activity, accord- 
ing to the Lake County sheriff’s office. He 
reported that he was starting a foot pursuit 
of three subjects, but no one heard from him 
after that, authorities said. 

His colleagues responded and found him 
shot in a marshy area near U.S. Highway 12, a 
main road through town. 

Gliniewicz died at the scene, and police 
said his gun was recovered nearby. Police con- 
tinued their investigation through the long 
Labor Day weekend. cnicaGo TRIBUNE

As loquacious as Brandon Marshall tends to 
be, there are topics he considers off-limits. 

The former Bears receiver will reprise 
his weekly role as an analyst on Showtime’s 
“Inside the NFL’ this season. But during an 
exclusive interview with RedEye during the 
recent media day for the NFL on CBS, the 
current N.Y. Jet politely declined to offer his 
thoughts on the 2015 Bears. 

Marshall, who in 2012 set Bears records for 
receptions (118) and receiving yards (1,508), did 
have plenty to say about the 2014 team, however. 

Last season had high expectations but 
produced only a 5-11 record. Consequently, 
fingers were pointed. Marshall, who flew be- 
tween Chicago and New York to do the show 
every week, was one of many targets. He said 
he anticipated the criticism. 

“I never thought the commute was the prob- 
lem,” he said. “If I’m really being picky, the only 
con was it being the first time a player has ever 
done it. There was going to be a lot of critics if 
the season didn’t go well, and the worst thing 
that could have happened, happened.” 

Marshall said he doesn’t regret doing the 
show, describing it as “a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity.” He was the first active player 
in NFL history to serve in a dual capacity as a

national commentator. 

“Because it’s a national show, that’s never 
been done before; so when I got the opportu- 
nity, I had to jump on it,” he said. 

“fHad the Bears finished} 12-4 [and I had 
gone on to} catch 80 balls [for] 1,000 yards, 
things I’ve been doing the past eight, nine 
years, it wouldn't have been a problem. 

“It became a problem obviously when you 
lose because there’s high expectations on every 
team in the NFL every single year, and there 


were high expectations for us and we under- 
performed.” 

Marshall caught 61 passes for 721 yards last 
season, his lowest totals in those categories 
since his rookie season of 2006. Last year’s 
campaign also ended his streak of seven 
straight seasons with at least 80 catches and 
1,000 yards receiving. 

The new season of “Inside the NFL’ pre- 
mieres Tuesday. Although Marshall has the 
same national platform, he doesn’t have to go 


nearly as far to utilize it. 

“Now it’s a local show; it’s no different than 
some of the guys in other markets where they 
ride into the city and they spend an hour or 
two talking ball,” he said. 

He also believes that what he’s doing pro- 
vides tremendous value for the viewer. 

“T think my seat gives a player’s perspec- 
tive, inside the locker room, and that’s never 
been done before,” he said. “You have retired 
players who are analysts [who] talk about the 
game outside the locker room, and for me to 
still be active, giving a player’s perspective 
as is, I think that’s really intriguing and very 
entertaining. 

“So I try to live in that seat, and there are 
boundaries. I would never jeopardize my team 
or be a distraction to my team, and I think the 
guys that I work with respect that.” 

True to his word, he stopped short of 
throwing his ex-teammates under the bus. 

“So, no, I won't talk about the Bears right 
now,” he said. 

Marshall then proceeded to end the inter- 
view, albeit in a cordial manner. When asked 
if he’s currently “cool” with Bears quarterback 
Jay Cutler, the conversation ceased without a 
response.

TV expert: Comedian needs to find voice, be himself as he takes over “The Late Show’ from David Letterman 


By Ryan Smith | For REDEYE 
TV’s biggest mystery of the year isn’t a 
whodunit but a who-is-he. We know that he’s a 51-year-old come- 
dian who concealed himself in plain sight for nearly a decade on 
Comedy Central’s “The Colbert Report” as a satirical, right-wing 
pundit character. But now that Stephen Colbert has ended argu- 
ably the world’s most successful run of method acting ever to 
take over hosting duties at CBS’ “The Late Show” from a retired David Letterman, 
America’s new pastime is speculating what to expect from the host’s Sept. 8 debut. 


Answers from the Northwestern University 
graduate himself remain elusive. A CBS pub- 
licist told RedEye that the comedian was too 
“laser focused” on the first week of “The Late 
Show” to talk to additional media, but Colbert 
remained in maddeningly cryptic form during 
arecent Time Magazine interview, saying: “You 
have to be willing to do everything you know 
how to do. Carson said it to Jay, who said it to 
Conan, who said it to me. These shows require 
everything you know how to do.” 


So ... what exactly are Colbert’s comedic tools 
of the trade? Spontaneity is No. 1, according to 
Ben Alba, an instructor at DePaul University 
and the author of “Inventing Late Night: Steve 
Allen and the Original Tonight Show.” 

“Some of these guys, you can almost see 
them having to look at the cue card guy at cer- 
tain moments because they’re so dependent 
on their writers,” Alba said. “But [Colbert] is 
smart, well-read and funny, and he thinks on 
his feet. Sometimes the best comedy comes 


through unexpected moments that 
he’s capable of delivering.” 

Speaking of unexpected, Col- 
bert is also, of course, a Second 
City alum. And television critic Bill 
Carter, the author of “The War for 
Late Night,” said he expects a fuller 
range of performance from Colbert 
than he displayed as the cock 
sure conservative personality 
on “The Colbert Report.” 

“The guy sings well, dances 
and at heart is an improvisa- 
tional comedian,” Carter 
said. “He’s immensely 
talented and immense- 
ly intelligent, and I 
think he will bring a ton 
of energy and creativity 
and stir up the format in exciting 
and unpredictable ways.” 

Colbert may have briefly 
tipped his own hand when he 
made an unannounced mid- 


night appearance on a public access chan- 
nel in Monroe, Mich., in July: Though 
almost literally no one watched (the 
clip later went viral on YouTube), he 
performed some hilariously surreal bits, 
including the mediation of a dispute on 
Yelp between a local restaurant and a 
Monroe resident who claimed 
he was overcharged for an 
O’Doul’s two decades ago.

How Colbert could stack up in the ratings against his competition 


Now that Stephen Colbert sits in Letterman’s 
old “Late Show” seat and Trevor Noah soon 
makes his ascent to the top of the “Daily Show,” 
late night TV’s next generation of “Game of 
Thrones” is upon us. The question remains — 
who will emerge from the ever-expanding ros- 
ter of nightly gabfests as the ratings king? 
Things continue to look rosy for “The To- 
night Show’s” Jimmy Fallon, who took over 
for Jay Leno in early 2014. Fallon is not only 
the reigning late-night leader, he’s scoring even 
higher ratings than his predecessor. According 
to Nielsen, Fallon averaged 3.8 million viewers 
per night for the 2014-15 season, a full million 
more eyeballs per night than Jimmy Kimmel’s 
2.7 million through that same period. (Leno 
averaged 3.5 million in 2012 and 2013.) Mean- 
while, Letterman’s “Late Show” ratings were 
neck-and-neck with ABC’s “Jimmy Kimmel 
Live!”—averaging a few thousand viewers less 


direction “The Late Show” may take. 

There are more clues to “The Late Show’s” 
vibe in the roster of special guests booked for 
the first two weeks. Beyond A-list entertain- 
ers such as Amy Schumer and George Cloo- 
ney, the list includes presidential hopeful Jeb 
Bush, Supreme Court Justice Stephen Breyer, 
the Secretary-General of the UN, the CEO 
of Uber and performers from a production of 
a current Broadway show. Some critics worried 
that Colbert would rely heavily on the well- 
traveled route of actors and comedians when 
mega-movie star Clooney was the first guest an- 
nounced for the Sept. 8 premiere—but the full 
list reveals a varied lineup that resembles a high- 
er caliber version of Colbert’s previous show, 
which gave interview time to political figures, 
nonfiction authors and documentarians nearly 
as often as the traditional late-night staples. 

Likewise, Colbert’s unlikely to completely 
abandon the political and intellectual bent that 
defines much of his humor, Carter said. 

“T think he will actually continue to empha- 
size political humor because it’s a strength for 
him and there’s opportunity there,” he said. 
“The Jimmys don’t do a lot of it, and the pre- 
eminent political comic of this generation— 
Jon Stewart—has left the arena. I think this is 
a yawning hole that Colbert can fill better than 


than Kimmel. 

Television critic Bill Carter, the author of 
“The War for Late Night,” expects a possible 
Colbert bump to “The Late Show’s” ratings. 

“It’s hard to predict any kind of breakout 
success because late night is so saturated right 
now, but I believe his show will be talked about 
for sure,” Carter said. “What will be most im- 
portant is how much buzz he creates.” 

Gambling website onlinegambling.lv pre- 
dicted an average of 3 million viewers a night 
for Colbert’s first week—but has the show 
slated to rank a distant second to “The Tonight 
Show Starring Jimmy Fallon” in the ratings war 
overall. For the all-important “sweeps week,” 
the site forecasts Fallon will average a 1.11 rat- 
ing among adults 18-49, compared with .68 
from Colbert and .60 from Kimmel. 

But in 2015, traditional TV ratings like 
Nielsen’s are less essential than ever, Carter

anyone else.” 

Just don’t expect “The Colbert Report 
2.0,” especially considering “The Late Show’s” 
DNA. It’s on a major network with a much 
broader audience than Comedy Central. Point- 
edly partisan politics? That’s the stuff of niche 


noted. Ratings for all late-night programs have 
declined in the past few years, even while more 
people than ever watch through digital distri- 
bution such as Hulu or network websites. Digi- 
tal video clips of late-night show segments earn 
hundreds of millions of online views and are 
the future of shows’ revenue streams, Carter 
said. 

That means crafting clips that have the po- 
tential to go viral online—like Fallon’s lip-synce 
battles and Kimmel’s “Celebrities Read Mean 
Tweets” —will be a big part of Colbert’s success. 

Ben Alba, an instructor at DePaul and the 
author of “Inventing Late Night: Steve Allen 
and the Original Tonight Show,” said he thinks 
Colbert can succeed at that game. 

“Even with smaller ratings [on “The Colbert 
Report’], people talked about his show and 
‘The Daily Show’ more online than nearly all 
the rest,” Alba said. -rs. 


cable, Alba said. 

“If you're too partisan, you've lost half the au- 
dience,” he said. “But there’s ways to talk about 
serious matters in this format while still being 
entertaining. I don’t think it will be that diffi- 
cult to accept the limitations of playing toward 
a bigger audience. Colbert just needs to find his 
own voice and be himself.” 

That voice was never completely masked by 
Colbert’s now-defunct character over the past 
nine years. Fans have seen his true persona shine 
through tiny cracks in the disguise—the regular 
“Lord of the Rings” references that pinned him 
as a nerdy Tolkienist; the overwhelming grief 
yet gentle love he felt for his mother when he 
talked about her passing on the show a couple 
of years ago; the whip-smart way he navigated 
interviews with heady intellectuals. 

Still, heremains enoughofanenigmathateven 
Colbert is making jokes about all the armchair 
psychoanalysis. He and his “Late Show” writers 
are working on a series of biographical segments 
called “Who Am Me?” An audience member at 
a test show last week said he submitted to a lie 
detector test in an effort to answer the question: 
“Who is the real Stephen Colbert?” Jokes aside, 
we'll [hopefully] have a better idea very soon.
